MADAM ! | 
I 9 bs the Sons of Our Church ſeeni of late ſomewhat out of Humour as to 


the Buſineſs of Addzeſsing, yet the Obligations You have laid upon Us, 
cannot but vanquiſh the molt Obſtinare. _ *Tis true, ſcarce any of Us 
could find in our Hearts ro Thank the Kjng at all, for the Greateſt and 
molt Graci9u5 Favonr that ever Prince did or could Vouchlafe to Subjes ; And thoſe 
Few that pretend to do it, have proceeded ſo Awkwayrdly ih their Acknowledgments, 
as renders them of very little Value : For to Thank. His Majeſty not Abſolutely for 
the Main Scape of His Yealing Declaration, but only for one Sizg/e Expreſſion there- 
in, relating to Gur own immediate Intereſt and Temporal Advantages; and at 'whe 
lame time to preſs the contmuance of thoſe Penal Laws, which diametrically op- 
pole both the Royal Indnlgence, and that Generous, Univerſal, arid moſt Chuſtian 
Pzinciple upon which ir is grounded, is apt to be conſtrued not only a groſs Defett of 
Charity (as if we regarded no bodies Eaſe and Happineſs but our Own , and minded 
our Poſſef/iozs above all other Conſiderations) but alſo diſcovers a deep-rooted Averſion 
to the 7 oleratzon it ſelf, a tacite Reficction on His Majeſties Proceedings, and a violent 
Irclination to be P2ſhing and Goring, Renaing and Tearing, as fiercely as formerly, if 
ever we can get the opportunity : And what 1s all this (will our Enemies fay)- but 
to Upbraid and Aﬀront the King, whilſt we ſcem to Complement Him ? 

But whatever Cauſe His Majeſty may have to Reſent this Shufing Condutt, You, 
Madam, ſhall not fail of. our Sincere ReſpeCts, for ſo Brave an Effort on the Behalf of 
our Diſt: eſſed Mother. Tt miuit be confeſſed ſhe was under very deplorable Circum- 
ſtar ces : For tho her DoiFrives ſtood firm as a Rock (for thereon They are grounded) 
and S'1c enjoyed not only Publique Liberty and Proteition, but all the Eccleſiaſtical Re- 
venues to boot, yet, alas! She was difarm'd of her Thunderbolts ; Her dear Extommu- 
nicato Crpicnde's, her {weet Twenty Pound per Month Penalties, ber pretious Thirty. Fifth 
of Elizabeth, and the like Weapons of her Spiritual Warfare, wete all wreſted our of her 
Hatids, or render'd Uſeleſs : Toleratioz Diſcuſs to her vaſt diſadvantage ; The Miſ-

are the brave Semiramis that muſt Rebuild the Walls of our Babe! ; You have ſatisfied 
all the World by undeniable Demonſtrations, That our Church has ts Extbuſiafts too, 
as well as the Rankeſt Phanaticks : And tho you could not (as you Gravely tell us) 
obtain to be the City's ; you ſhall have our Vote to be the Churches God-Mother ; 
and to Faſt too (if you pleale, ſince you have got ſo rare a X,xack at it) for all our Re- 
verena Clergy ; becauſe that Meager Exerciſe may not, perhaps, agree very kindly 
with many of their Conſtitutions, 

We cannot but with equal Foy and Gratitzde, obſerve how wonderouſly you have 
Edified the Tripe-Women, and Convinc'd the Porters, That our Church is the onl 
Church for Leyalty ; and that yew your ſelf (how light ſoever) can Weigh down all the 
reſt, in that.excellent Qualification; The truth 1s, whilſt the Government takes our 
Meaſures, and adyances our Intereſt, we can be very Loyal ; huge good Swhjetts, and Ad- 
mirers of Prerogative, as long as we are pleas'd ; But if our Purpoſes be croſs'd, and 
Afﬀairs happen to go againſt the grain of our Humour, we can be as Peeviſh as our 
Neighbours, drop the DoCtrine of Paſſive Obedience, and leave Non Reſi#ance to ſhift 
for it ſelf ; prove as apt as any to murmur and look boway ; as full of Fears and Jealou- 
ſies (the Swadling-Clouts of Sedition) as the Tribe of Forty Oe itſelf ; As loud in Cla- 
mours at the Miniſters of State, as bulie ina Squinting Refletions to miſcrepreſent our 
Superiors Aftions and Intentions, as ready to lick up the Abominated DiſtinCtion be. 
rween the Natural and Politick Capaciry, and to ſer the Law and-the Pzeroga- 
tive at Daggers-drawing againſt each other. G3

ſaſpe&, it wasrather, To hold our Benefices, Domineer over our Neighbours, and Ruin 
all that will not Truckle to our [nventions. You have aſſerted (which amongſt Friends 

alles as well as if you had prov'd it) That af the World (you might decently have 
armed ſome few, that may happen to be of your Soverargn's contrary Opinion) knows, 
That they that are for Liberty 0 Canfelruee, Never had any Lotalty. A bold Stroke ! 
which beſides a very courſe Complement on his Majei#y, Brands the Bulk of the Nation

For all theſe your Great and Heroick Atchievements, you may juſtly expe& ous 
Grateful Acknowledgments, and eſpecially for your moſt Orthodox Hopes, That

their Addzeſſes, by HERDING with our av to Continue thoſe very Plagues, 
which they have ſo ſeverely Smarted under, and loudly Complained of. In Requic 
whereof, weare reſolved on the firſt Opportunity to Scourge them more Canonical
